Wednesday, September 1, 1869. 

9 A. M. — The Conference was called to order by the President, Bishop Thomson. 
By appointment of the previous Conference, Rev. E. L. Briggs proceeded with the 
services preliminary to the preaching of the Conference sermon. The 98th hymn, 
commencing — 

“Jehovah, God, thy gracions power 
Od every hand we *ee,” 

Was read and sung, after which, Rev. B. F. Crary, D. D., led in prayer. Brother 
Briggs then read the 23d Psalm, and Eph. I: 1-10, as Scripture lessons, after 
which, the 270th hymn, commencing — 

“A charge to keep 1 have,” 

Was sung. Rev. E. L. Briggs then preached a sermon from Matthew XVI: 19 — full 
of good thoughts, and very appropriate to the occasion. 

Bishop Thomson then proceeded to the administration of the sacrament of the 
Lord’s Supper, after which he read the rules of Mr. Wesley for our deportment at 
Conference, accompanying the reading with appropriate and impressive remarks. 

The roll of the Conference was then called by E. H. Waring, and seventy-five 
members answered to their names. [See Roll.] 

The transfer of Rev. Arthur P. Morrison, from the Southern Illinois Conference, 
was announced, and his name enrolled. 

The Secretaries were then appointed. 

The hours of meeting and adjournment were fixed at 8 A. M. and 12 M. 

The Standing Committees were appointed.

ITEMS EEOM THE JOUENAL. 

Wednesday, September 1, 1869. 

A communication from Rev. J. P. Newman, pastor of the Metropolitan M. E. 
Church, Washington, D. C., relating to the subscriptions in the Iowa Conference 
to that enterprise, was presented by the Bishop and read to the Conference. 

A draft on the chartered fund for $30 was ordered by the Conference, and passed 
to the Conference Stewards. 

The following resolutions, introduced by Rev. J. H. Power, were then adopted: 

Resolved, That if the Missionary collection in any of the Circuits or Stations in 
the Conference, is reported less than was contributed by that charge last year, the 
preacher so reporting, be requested to explain the reason for such falling off in the 
Missionary contribution of such charge. 

Resolved, That the Bishop and his counsel are hereby respectfully requested to 
arrange, as far as possible, the Circuits, Stations and Districts so as to include in 
each, sufficient strength in membership and means, to render their pastors a com- 
fortable support without pressing or burthening the charges. 
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A communicatioii from Rev. J. Asbury Bruner, Santa Clara, California, respect- 
ing the use of unfermented wine in the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, was read 
and referred to the Committee on Temperance. 

John Haynes was appointed to solicit subscriptions for the Methodist Quarterly 
Review. 

A circular from the Church Extension Society, of the M. E. Church, was read 
and referred to the Committee on Church Extension. 

L. Hitchcock, D. D., Agent of the Western Book Concern, and B. F. Crary, D. D., 
Editor of the Central Christian Advocate, were introduced to the Conference. 

The session was closed by expiration of time, B. F. Crary, D. D., pronouncing 
the benediction. 



Thursday, September 2d, 1869. 

8 A. M. — Conference met. Bishop Thompson in the Chair. The religious ser- 
vices were conducted by Rev. J. H. Power. 

The roll of the Conference was then called, 59 members answering to their names. 

A communication from the Faculty and Trustees of Garrett Biblical Institute 
was read, and referred to the Committee on Education.

On motion of J. T. Simmons, an Auditing Committee, to overlook and report re- 
specting book accounts, referred by the Book Agents, for collection in this Confer- 
ence, was ordered.

D. C. Smith’ was appointed to assist in compiling the statistics of the Mount 
Pleasant District. 

The eleventh question was called, to wit: “Are all the preachers blameless in life and 
conversation?” The Presiding Elders reported. The state of their several Districts 
were represented and passed, and the effective Elders of the Districts were repre- 
. sented and passed, except as stated below. 

The case of W. C. Shippen, with the papers, was referred to a Committee of In- 
quiry, to be appointed by the Chair.

The Secretary presented his accounts with reference to the publication of the 
minutes and Home Mission funds, and the accounts having been properly audited 
were approved. 

The Secretary presented his bill, properly audited, for stationery, etc., used by 
the Conference. The account was approved and a collection of $9.03 lifted to 
meet the same.

Ans. Rev. CHARLES ELLIOTT, D. D., L. L. D., was born in Donegal County, Ire- 
land, May 16th, 1792, and died in Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, January 6th, 1869. When quite young, 
not more than sixteen, perhaps, he experienced a change of heart, and joined the Wesleyan 
Society, soon after which he was licensed as a local preacher in their ranks. He now began 
a thorough course of preparatory study, and thus laid the foundation for his subsequent career 
of usefulness. Nothing daunted that he was reTused admission to the Dublin University, be- 
cause he could not conscientiously submit to the established “test,” he continued to pursue 
the college routine of studies, until he felt himself master of them all 

In 1814 he emigrated to America, and four years after was received on trial in the Ohio 
Conference. His first four years were spent on large Circuits. We next find him Mission- 
ary to the Wyandotte Indians, at Upper Sandusky, and then Presiding Elder of the Ohio 
District, for four years. He was then elected Professor of Languages in Madison College, 
which position he held for four years, two of which he was also stationed Preacher. Then he 
was stationed at Pittsburg, and the two ensuing years Presiding Elder. 

In the winter of 1833-^, he began his editorial career in connection with the Pittsburg 
Oonftrtnce Journal. 

In 1836 he was appointed Editor of the Western Christian Advocate, which position he filled 
until 1848. He was then stationed successively at Springfield and Xenia, Ohio, and ap- 
pointed Presiding Elder of Dayton District. 

In 1852 he was re-appointed Editor of the Western Christian Advocate. Here he remained 
four years longer. In l857 he became connected with the Iowa Wesleyan University, and 
the next year was chosen its President. In 1860 he was elected Editor of the Central Chris- 
tian Advocate. In this position he continued four years, during a part of which time he was 
also President of the Iowa Wesleyan University, giving such time to it as he could, consistently 
with his other duties. After retiring from the Central, his entire time was gh'en to the Uni- 
versity, until increasing age and infirmity compelled him to desist. 

As an author, he was justly celebrated, most of his works adding permanently to the liter- 
ature of his country. His great work on Romanism is more highly prized to-day in Eng- 
land than in this country. 

Dr. Elliott had a warm, loving heart, which was always aspiring to do good to his fellow 
men. We all remember with what peculiar weight the countries trodden dawn by Roman- 
ism rested upon his mind. He had even offered himself as a Missionary to “the Eternal City.” 
During the last days of his life this was the burden of his mind. He saw the veil lifted, 
and light dawning on that land, and greatly rejoiced. 

His closing hours were, as you might expect from a great and good man, full of calm peace 
and joy. It was good to converse with him, for he was always cheerful and happy. Thus 
passed away a great and good man. W. DENNETT.

EEPOETS. 

I. ON AMERICAN AND FOREIGN CHRISTIAN UNION. 

The Committee have examined into the character and works of the Union, aa 
presented by the Corresponding Secretary, Dr. Butler. It is designed to unite all 
the Protestant Denominations, to counteract the designs of Romanism. The last 
General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, as well as the highest 
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Ecclesiastical bodies of the leading Protestant churches of this country, have 
pledged themselves to its support. We therefore propose the following resolutions: 

1. That we cordially approve of the character and work of this Society. 

2. That should an Agent of the Union be appointed to labor within our bounds, 
we will commend him to the confidence of our people, and welcome him to our 
pulpits.

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VI. REPORT ON CONFERENCE MISSIONARY WORK. 

Rev. T. E. Corkhill presented to the committee his report as Conference Mission- 
ary, he having given about seven months service in the general field, and the rest of 
the year in Main Street Charge, Mount Pleasant. Receipts for the time, (including 
$98,50, traveling expenses,) $306,80. ^ 

Your committee, after looking over the whole ground, and considering the diffi- 
culty of holding out-door services, for more than a very limited portion of the year, 
would recommend — 

1. The discontinuance of a Conference Mission, and that the several Pastors be 
urged to organize Societies in all the Charges where it is practicable, for the pur- 
pose of bringing in to our regular services that class of persons who habitually 
neglect the worship of God. 

2. That the plan recommended by the Ladies’ and Pastors’ Union of the Meth- 

odist Episcopal Church of Philadelphia, be the plan to be pursued in carrying into 
effect the proposed work.

VII. REPORT ON EDUCATION. 

The mission of the Church is to elevate humanity to the highest possible position 
of intelligence, virtue and spirituality. 

In this work. Education is of great and increasing importance. It lies at the 
very beginning of the many influences that are to bless and benefit men. From 
it spring Science, Literature, Esthetics, Morality. These agencies are power- 
ful for weal 4 ind woe. Unsanctified by religion, their influence is deceptive and 
poisonous. Neither can they be set aside or ignored. In order to final success, 
Christianity must seize upon them, purify them, and send them forth to give health 
and life to the world. A Church that does not lay hold of such a prolific and fun- 
damental agency as Education, must fail in its appointed work. It may build, but 
the foundations will be crumbling away, and the work disappearing. 

The theory of our Church is, perhaps, not at fault in regard to this subject. 
Her plans are commensurate with its importance. But these plans are not suffi- 
ciently worked out by the individual Ministry. They are left to be carried out by 
a few agents and teachers. Our educational interests, like all others of the 
Church, are dependent upon the personal efforts of the pastors. 

In the cause of our University, this individual work is especially needed. A 
higher and warmer educational sentiment, must be created. This end can be 
easily accomplished if each preacher direct the general bearing of his public and 
private intercourse with his people to it. Nor is it necessary that learned disqui- 
sitions be preached upon the subject. More can sometimes be done by the preacher 
keeping education before his people, as something he appreciates and loves. 

This educational sentiment will lay the foundation of increasing donations and 
multiply students. This individual effort on the part of the Conference can accom- 
plish almost any undertaking. There are hundreds of youths within our bounds 
that might thus be encouraged to secure a liberal Education. By personal efforts 
we may incite one of large heart and bright genius to a life of eminent usefulness, 
who would otherwise have lived in obscurity or inefficiency. The successful career 
of the Iowa Wesleyan University will be ensured whenever the individual members 
of the Conference determine to make it a success. 

We therefore propose the following resolutions: 

1. That each Pastor press the subject of education upon his people, both from 
the pulpit and by personal conversation, especially keeping the interests and im- 
portance of the University before them. 
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2. That an Educational Anniversary be held the second evening of our next 
session, with particular reference to the interests of the I. W. University, at which 
time reports from the Board of Trustees shall be presented, and addresses made. 

3. That we take our regular educational collection, so as to forward the amount 
to the agent by the first of January. 

4. That the Bishop be requested to re-appoint Rev. I. A. Bradrick to the Agency 
of the University. 

5. That Rev. I. A. Bradrick be elected to fill the vacancy in the Board of Trus- 
tees, made by the resignation of Dr. Holmes. 

6. That Henry Avery, Esq., be substituted in the Board of Trustees for J. M. 
Fish. 

7. That Hon. James Harlan, E. H. Waring, T. E. Corkhill, and Messrs. Kern and 
Whiting, be elected Trustees, to fill vacancies made by expiration of time. 

8. That Rev’ds G. W. Byrkit, J. Gassner, J. T. Simmons, J. B. Hill, 0. C. Shel- 
ton, John Haynes, D. Murphy, J. C. Brown and I. P. Teter, be elected Visitors to 
the University. 

9. That we are gratified at the success of the Garrett Biblical Institute, and 

hereby appoint Rev’ds J. W. McDonald and J. C. Brown Visitors, to attend its 
next anniversary.

VIII. REPORT ON FREEDMEN. . 

Methodism has long recognized the importance of providing educational facili- 
ties for all her people. In the older Conferences recently organized in the West, 
Seminaries, Colleges and Universities have been established to keep pace with the 
advance of the Church, and to provide for all her youth opportunities for a sanc- 
tified Education. Her success in these eiforts have been to her a crown of glory, 
and enabled her to lay hold on a large portion of the educated mind of the country. 
In the opening of a great and effectual door before our Church among the Freed- 
men, and in the vast accessions abroad to our Church among that race, the great 
duty of applying to that work the same principles that we have done to our work 
at home, now presses upon us. In this work our Church ought to be in the van, 
but facts but too painfully indicate that we are falling behind. While other de- 
nominations, whose membership among the colored people is less than ours, are 
expending thousands, we are scarcely expending hundreds. We regret that in our 
whole Conference less than $300 has been raised this year for this work. The 
large majority of colored children are growing up out of the reach of the most 
ordinary school advantages. Vast regions are destitute of school houses, and if 
they had them, where are the teachers ? 

We offer the following resolutions : 

1. That we recognize the wonderful success of our Church in gathering the 
Freedmen into our Church, binding us under obligations to provide for their Edu- 
cational wants, and their general elevation. 

2. That we will faithfully explain and enforce upon our people the duty to con- 
tribute of their means for this purpose. 

3. That we most cordially approve of the policy of the Freedmen’s Aid Society, 
in establishing Normal Schools and Biblical Institutes in the Southern States, for 
the training of Teachers and Preachers. 

4. That we will, if possible, within the next three months take a collection for 
this cause in our several congregations, and report the same at once to the Society.

Your Committee would report that we have alarming apprehensions of the in- 
creasing tendency in our larger cities, in imitation of a portion of the population 
of the great cities east and south of us, to defy all Sabbatic laws, both moral and 
civil. Our congregations and private families are annoyed upon God’s Holy Day,, 
while attempting devoutly to reverence the Sabbath, by reckless persons in large 
numbers engaged in its desecration, making it needful that we appeal to the civil 
authorities and to the people from our pulpits for relief from this great grievance. 

We ask of our people throughout the Conference, that they desist from visiting 
for pleasure, and from attending schools where they receive instruction in music 
from hired teachers, and from doing work in their fields on this sacred day. 

It is our conviction that nothing is to be gained, in any respect, by living in dis- 
regard of God’s laws, but that our safety, happiness and prosperity are to be sought 
in the observance of these laws. 

And we hereby declare, that as Ministers of the Gospel we will clearly and 
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forcibly set before our people the requirements of God’s Word concerning the 
Sabbath, and use our influence to secure their faithful observance.

Your Committee having considered the subject referred to them, rejoice to be 
able to report that God still reigns in our Zion, inspiring his people with an earnest 
and holy zeal for the spread of his Gospel and the establishment of his kingdom in 
all lands. 

The increased liberality of the people in sustaining all our Missions, and in 
providing, through the Church-Extension Society, places of Worship for those un- 
able to provide for themselves; the interest developed in regard to the American 
and Foreign Christian Union, together with her unprecedented liberality in sus- 
taining her institutions of learning among the people, all speak well for our Meth- 
odism. 

Among the great questions that have recently arisen among us, none is of greater 
importance or influence than the question of Lay Delegation, and yet the whole 
discussion upon this subject has been carried on with the greatest harmony of 
feeling, and will doubtless reach the conclusion without a discordant note,, or the 
slightest feeling of unkindness on the part of any. 

We rejoice to be able to report that there are also unmistakable indications of an 
increased spirituality upon the part of the Church, of which the foregoing is the 
legitimate fruit. “ Christ Crucified,” is her rallying word, and is the burden of 
every song and prayer. 

To exhibit clearly before the world the power of the Blood of Christ to cleanse 
from all sin, is her peculiar mission to-day, and we feel convinced that before this 
great mission can be fully accomplished, she must not rest in present attainment, 
and present success. We do not believe that the Church can entertain any idea of 
ceasing its endeavors, but on the other hand, we believe that the present position 
occupied by the Church is one from which she will move to higher and nobler at- 
tainments. Yet we would not close our eyes to the fact that sometimes there are 
found, even among our brethren in the Ministry, a sad tendency to engage in secu- 
lar business, and to seek political preferment, to the great damage of the cause of 
our holy religion. We, therefore, ofifer for your consideration the following : 

Resolved, That hereafter, in the examination of character before the Conference, 
the question shall be asked : “ Has the brother kept his covenant vow, and given 
himself wholly to the work of the Ministry during the past year?”

XIV. REPORT ON SABBATH SCHOOLS.

1. That in each District there be held a Sabbath School Association, in which 
a portion of the time shall be devoted to Children’s Meetings, and that the Presiding 
Elder of each District, with four of his Preachers, selected by himself, shall be a 
committee to arrange for such meetings, time, place, &c. 
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2. That every Methodist Preacher ought to be an earnest worker in the Sabbath 
School, and do all in his power to bring children and parents into this great nur- 
sery of the Church of God. Respectfully submitted.

THE SUCCESS OF THE INSTITUTION. 

While we would not boast of success, or think more highly of ourselves than we 
ought to think, still it may not be amiss to place before your minds some facts that 
will serve to strengthen our faith in this Institution, and inspire us to greater and 
nobler endeavors in the future. 

According to our Catalogues, there have been near four thousand students edu- 
cated, to a greater or less extent, in the Iowa Wesleyan University. 

Strike from this number fifty per cent, for the repetition of names, and we have 
about two thousand or more that have received instruction in this Institution. Of 
these, there have been, or are now, about twenty connected with Institutions of 
Learning, as Presidents, Professors or Teachers. There are about fifty engaged in 
the profession of law, some of them men of great promise. About twenty are reg- 
ular physicians ; about fifty are in the regular Ministry. Among these are some 
destined, as we think, to occupy the highest positions in the Church. Then there 
are, perhaps, not less than five hundred who have and are now spending more or 
less time’in Common School Teaching. 

And what is a source of unspeakable gratitude, almost every one of those refer- 
red to have been sent out to occupy those positions in society with minds enlight- 
ened by science, and souls imbued with the love of God, and to-day are wielding 
a most salutary influence for God and humanity on those around them. 

THE ENDOWMENT. 

Although the income of the Institution has paid the current expenses of the past 
year, yet we feel compelled to say that it is not sufficient to enable us to do what 
ought to be done. The salaries of our Professors are below what we greatly desire 
they should be, and beside there are many important additions which should be 
made in various departments, had we the means to do so. 

To provide for this necessity, and secure an endowment sufficient for all the de- 
mands of the Institution, is a duty that should engage the attention of this Confer- 
ence, until the Iowa Wesleyan University shall rest upon that solid basis, and ac- 
complish that high destiny which was contemplated in the beginning.
